If the income ol the widow, resident in India at the death of her- 
hnabatiil, ba more than one buiidmi sicca rupees per mensem, but exceed not four 
bundled rupees nr if the widow be not resident iu India at the time of her biis<* 
band’a demise, or shall after wards quit India, and hnr income be more than oiio 
bundled pounds per aniiuin, but shall n d exceed four hundred ponni t ner auaiim, 
the pension to be assigned to her is lo be snoh as will make up her ineoine lo fonr 
hundred rnuees per mensem, during* her residence iu India, or lour hundred peniiclS' 
per annum in Europe, or elsewheie. 

TbiidU. Ill the event of a widow, to whom a pension mav have beon'HVsignoib . 
aequiiing solisequeotly by inberitanoo, bequest, or otfaervi^se, any property i>r 
irio'irne whi< h with Ihe property left to her at her hushand’s deooaae. and tbflf 
pension receive*! by hei, may render lier total income, iuciuding herpeiiaiun trom* 
the fund, more li an five hundred ruixe* per mensem, diuiug her residence ia 
Imiia.or more than five hundred pounds per annum in Kiir'ipe. or elsewhere, her ' 
pension from the lund is lialim to abatement, propn iioned to the excesa uf her 
entire income, inclndiog the pension, ahove the sum sficc.lie > j or to bi altogether 
disoontiuued, in the eveit oi her prope rly or income, oxciusive of the pension 
assigned to her from the fund, being equal to the lull sum of five hundred r'l'pees 
per mensem m India, or five Imndied pound-, per aiiii-.im in Kniope, or elsewb'io. 

Fouithly. All pensions of widows are also liable to disronlinuanoe on theii re¬ 
marriage. mt in the event of theii' being again h li iu a state ot wiuowitoad, wiih- 
oat an adequate piovisioii for tbeir support, tuey may be again adinitied to the 
benefits of iha fund, unde* the same provisions and iimiiaiiuns as on thi'ir o igiusl 
admission. 

Fiiihly. The pensions to willows, who mav be admitted lo the heoefiisof 
the fund, are l» be paid iu advance halt ye'.rly to tbemselvea or to iheir an liu ized 
agents. But the acknowledgemaut of the widow herself shall be taktnfo ail suoia 
paid in her behalt; ano shball co'itam solemn deolaraiion that he' etiii,* iacume ' 
inoludipg the pension reoeived by her iloesnot fexceed ilie auin iiinilted above.

In the first of those Clativ s ti is stated «hat no dedu< tioii is to be made from 
Allowances which do no' exceed 500 Rupees per Mensem,, and by the second it 
is provided that in cases in which the Sabiiies orainburized Emoluments of Civil 
Servants exceed 500 Rupees per Msnseiii, only in sucli a small degree that 
n dediictiou a» the prescribed rate would redme the rematning pr»Port ion below 
SOO llupe.eg per Mmsem, the deduction shall be carried only so far as will leave 
to the individual tlie Monthly stun of 0 OO Rupees. 

We direct that these Itiiles exception have elfect during one year only :

theieaf'er the individual, if n. I'actor or ^’nter, receive not as in other cases 
merely the Allowance of a Servant out of employ, which in that event would 
amount only to ld2 Rupees per Mensem, but me Allowance of a Junior Mer- 
rhaut out of employ, viz.

We hereby direct, that tho 
Senior Civil Servant whatever his rank may he do always preside at 
such meetings, whether the same he held at the Presidency, or at tho 
subordinate bettlemcnis. With respect to the rest. Members of Coun- 
cil must take rank of all Military T)fficers} a Seuior Merchant of a 
Lieutenunt-Coloiiei ; a Junior Merchant oi' a Major} Factor of A 
Captain, and a Writer of a Subaltern.

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LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 

APRIL. 

The thermometer ranfreB thu month in the Bhade. upon an tvertge, 
from 73 in the morning, to 88 in the afternoon, Fahrenheit. 

This mouth is sometimea very pleasant, particularly the commence* 
mcnt, when the Atmosphere is rendered cool andi refreshing by the fre¬ 
quency of North'Westers. 

The wind blows from the southward, and ia very strong all through 
iht' month ; bat when it comes with hot air, for want of rain (.ind the arid 
and moist exhalations after rain) it makes every exertion of the human 
system, tiresome, fatiguing and oppressive.—The nortb-weaters are aome- 
tiines attended with very heavy thunder and lightning, which do frequent¬ 
ly much and extensive damage: they come oh generally absat the eni 
of March, and continue at intervals till the middle of May. 

Meat, about this season, begins to be flabby and poor,—the fat, 
spungy and yellow ; very little good meat of an^r description to be found 
in tbe market. Vegetables are nearly all out, except potatoes, aspara* 
gus and a few cabbage sprouts—Watermelons and wnat is commoidy 
called the musk melon is now in great perfection ; indeed, they are the 
only eatable fruit now to be found at 'narket.--Green mangoes for pick¬ 
ling, and corinda for tarts, are to be had in abundance. 

The fish market, this month, has the valu^le addition of mangoe 
fish, BO called from their annual visit into all ihe Bengal rivers, at this 
Uhe mangoe) season to spawn, they appear am soon as the mangoe fruit 
is formed on the tree, and disappear at the close of their season, about 
the middle of July. -This fish has an agreeable flavour and isipnchsought 
after, (bv natives as well as Europeans) although not so large as a middle 
sized whiting. At the beginning of the month, they are sold at the 
, rate of 6 rupees per dozen, and before the end of May they are one rji- 
I peethescoie; the. carp and the mhagoor, are also no#procurable is 
I the market and two to three score may be h/.d for one rupee in June. 

MAY. 

I’he therraoTneter ranges this mouth ih the shade, upon an average 
from 78 m the morning to 94 in the afternoon Fahienheit. 

The weather now becomes oppressive, the wind cunfinues souther¬ 
ly and the heat is the most intolerable of any month throughout the 
year, it is also a painful one, particularly to those who fro^ local or any 
other circumstances, are obliged to be much out of doors or exposed to 
the sun without a covering which is extremely dangerous at any Lour, 
frpin 10 to 5 o clock and it would be next door to death to any constitu¬ 
tion except the natives who are inured to the climate by birth and ha¬ 
bit, yet even they arc sometimes struck dead by the powerful influence 
ot the sun, more especially palankeen bearers, and several instances of 
this description occur anoually. The season is however sometimes re¬ 
freshed by gentle showers, but this is by no means common, nor to bo 
expected. In 1813, 13, and 14, the month of May was pretty dry, and 
the heat intolerable; in 1815, there were frequent and copious snowero 
•1 ram: 1816, from the beginning of the year up to the early part ef 
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LOCAL observations. 


July, theri w«re wit ubore three slight showers, although the rainy 
' ueasoa is always expected and seldom fails in setting in somewhere 
between the Stu ana ^th of June; 1817 was very irregular, as the rains 
' set in about the middle of February and continued with more or less 
’ intensity till the middle of September, from which period up to the I8ih 
•f October, the season was uncommonly oppressire and the concluding 
showers fell from midnight on the I7th, to midnight on the IStli of the 
' same month. On Sunday May the ISth 1817, the th^ermometer at 2 P. M. 

S laced in the centre of a large hall rose to the unusual height of 106 
egrees, and several people partially lost their hearing fi om a too free 
indulgence of the punkah. 

MangfTies and mangoe fish in great perfection. >.Orapes of the 
largest size, peaches, pine'apples rose apples, leechess, jumbrules, 

' wampeee together with water melons, musk mslons, pomegranates, 
Isc. &c. in season, and 'in high perfection. 

Meats become iifdiffereut; fish much the same as last month, ex¬ 
cept the becktse, which is scarce, on account of the hot weather, 
which renders H hardly possible to reach the market in a firm state. 
Asparagus, potatoes and cabbage sprouts, are the only vegetables 

oow in the market. -7rr„ 

‘ J U N E. 

Tho.thermometer the first half of this month, rises frequently to 
96 in the shade at poon, from which time, that is on or about the 13th, 
if the rains commence, tho boat of course subsides. The Ueneral 


Range iw from 77 to 90. , , ,. , , . , 

The weather throughout the whole of this month however, is plea¬ 
sant or oppressive according to the quantity of rain that falls ; if the 
weather w dry, the heat is intolerable, generally very close, without 
’ a breath of air from any quarter; but .if tbe rains come in, as they are 
always expected to do (inwegular seasons) between the lOtb and 20th 
of tbe month, the air is refreshed, and the weather comfortable. 

On the 7th of June 1822, the ratns sat in with greater violence, 
ifhan was ever remembered on any former period. 

During the height of the storm, 9 inches of ram fell in 60 hours 
-fequul to one-fifth of tbe total fall, of lost year,) of which 7^ inches fell 
in 24 hours, that Is, from Friday (the 7th) at 5 A. M. to 5 A. M. «rfSa¬ 
turday Prom the commencement of this hurricane on Friday at 6 
A. M. to the following Monday at I P. M. being 90 hours, the total fall

No. 3SS of 1824—It is with much reeret that IhoBight Flonorabla the Gover" 
nor General in Council fe.>l- iiim«elf called on to annonnoe to the Be»nal Arm'’, (he 
ffonAecjiiences ot a mo*t dj<*'.’rAneful IVIntinT in the 47ih Regiment of Nn'ive In-HOtr* 
at Bwrrnckpore on the Ist Inttani; in which the Cores wa« joined hr a namb rof 
.^enoTS eqiiRl to about two CorapanicA of the 63 i anti, perhaps, 20 Men o! tiie 26>ii 
Native Regiment. 

These Corpn had been under Orders of Marnli for some lime, and had.ea- 
perienood some diflioallv in iTornring Carriage: tint however was itomBdialeU re¬ 
moved on its being brought lolhn nntic.c of Government, hr an advanne of Cash to 
each Corps to aid the Sopovs in proouiing the necessary CarriAiro Cattle for their 
Bigoage ; As tlie event b»»vev»*r proved, the dllfionltv ser>etl brt to mver a Subter¬ 
fuge ; a bad spirit possessed the Corps, and wlieti nil di'ficiillies were remove i, and 
it WHS no longer possible to practioe evasion, they refused on the Paiade to M'lrclt, 
wilb the excepiion of about 180 Men, and the Npn>Coininis$ionpd an>i Coinmi-sintied 
Native Officers. 

On the ri’ceipt of a report to'liiis IJOect bv the Comm' ni'et ir Chief, His Exeel- 
lencv immediately adopted the necessary meatnres to brnig ihoae mis'.’unleii Men tea 
sense of tbeir duiv.—Ha instanilv prnceedeil to Rarrickpnnr, and on ihe ft'll' wini; 
hlnriiiiig having made a di.s|insiti»n nf the other Trorips at the Stminn snd ihoso 
which bad arrived during the Ntgbr, the Ailjniant General a’ln Q ianer Mns'er Ge¬ 
neral of the ^^mT, iviili His Kxcellenin’s Persian Iniercreier, and toe OlfinerCom- 
manding the 47'h Na ive Reeininet were depute I to niaire a last KITort to indime ilia 
Mutin-ets, dr^wn ni>, lo.ided, and in regular Paraile order, to lay down their Arms, 
bill wiihotti eflect. 

Nothing then remained hnt to inflict the Punishment an jn-tlv meiilel; ihe 
Commander in Olnel gav,- tlie preconcerted ignal for an Attack hv a pHriol ihefoice, 
the Mutineers instantly broke and betook tliemarlves to flight under the flie nf 'ho 
Troops who attacked them, snd sm-h an Exanipln was made on the Snot as the nece>- 
sity of the Cas'- and the infamv of tho Regiment merited : 'he mi st gniltv of ihnse 
who were made Pr isoners baling been subsequently Exeuutsd by the Sentence ol a 
G'-neral Court Manial 

That a transaction so iinnsnal in and disgraceful to this Army C"ald have been 
planned and carried into Rsenntion without the knowledge, not to say partn ipation 
of ihe Nhiith Commissioned and Nnn-Cornmissioned Office's of the Corps, is not 
for a moment to he OreiUted. Comnosod ns lln- Native Kcgiraenls are in Bengal, 
connected hv relationship and living as the Nati'e Officera amt Senoys do, almost 
nnder itie same rofs, it is not to b« believed for a mninent that ihe grossest neglect 
of th" dntv tlie former owed to the State has not been slirwc by the pirties in qnrs- 
jion ; the Governor General in Council oonseqiinaOv considers the 47th Rf.«imrn* 
Native Infimiry, including its Native Commissioned and Non ''nmmissioned Offii-ers 
lobe disgraced ; dircc's that No. 47 he struck not otlhc Arniv I i?t, the Nati' c Ccin- 
m'Ssinned A Nnn-Cnniniis'ioned Uflicers lo be instuntlv discharged the Seivice asto- 
tally noworthy nftbe Confidence of Government, or the N.im» ol Soldiers, and ihal a 
nc'v Regiment to be pumiiored 69, 10 'vbicli ibe Fnropcan Officers of the late 47tti 
will be aiinninted b» immuiiHtcly raised in it" stead, for oencrot icnnce, agierably 
with the detail hs laid cio'vn in Geiicr I Ord. rs of the 1 lib July 1823.

It 
is understood that the Oitardians of these children retain their natural right 
of removal and other control over them so as not to interfere with the 
general discipline of the School; but in all other respects there is no 
distinction between them and the rest of the children. By a snm su'Ticient 
to cover the expenses, is to he understood a sum not less than ten rapees a 
month, or a donation which may lie considered equivalent, with refierence 
to the age of the child, and its claim on the charity. The Governors how¬ 
ever have a discretionarv power as to the demand of a monthly sum to be 
paid for such children, which is in no case to exceed ten rupees.*'
